TWENTY-THIRD ANNUAL CONVENTION

Wayne, Nebraska, September 25 to 29, 1895. 


Pursuant to adjournment, the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of 
Nebraska met in St. Paul’s Lutheran church, Wayne, Neb., Rev. 
M. L..Kunkelman, pastor, on Wednesday evening, September 25, 
1895. 

At the close of the usual opening services, the pastor introduced 
Mr. Northrup, who, on behalf of the Mayor, extended greetings 
and a welcome to the city of Wayne. The pastor then introduced 
the Rev. W. W. Theobald, pastor of the Baptist church, who ex- 
tended a welcome on behalf of the ministers and the churches of 
Wayne, the President making an appropriate response on behalf 
of Synod to both addresses. 

The opening sermon was then preached by the Rev. W. C. 
McCool, President of Synod. Text Col., 3d chapter and rst verse.

President's Report. 
Fathers and Brethren of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Nebraska : 
“ In the cross of Christ I glory, 
Towering o'er the wrecks of time; 
All the light of sacred story 
Gathers round its head sublime.” 

In a kind and all-wise Providence we have been spared through another 
Synodical year, and are here assembled in this Twénty-third Annual Conven- 
tion. With profound gratitude to Almighty God and fervent prayer for His 
guidance and blessing upon us in our deliberation, and a sense of our respon- 
sibility, let us address us to the business and duties before us. 

The following is an exhibit of my official acts during the year, which is re- 
spectfully submitted for your examination and approval : 

I. RECEPTIONS. 

On January 8th, 1895, I received a letter of honorable dismission from the 
President of the Synod of West Pennsylvania, dismissing to this body Rev. 
J. C. McGaughey, pastor at David City. I ordered his name enrolled. 

August ist, 1895, Rev. E. A. Roglin informed me that he desired to reunite 
with our Synod, and presented to me a letter of honorable dismission from the 
German Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Nebraska. I ordered his name en- 
rolled with us. 

September 25, 1895, I received the letter of dismission of the Rev. W. H. 
Singley, D. D., from the Synod of East Pennsylvania. I ordered his name 
enrolled. 

II, DISMISSALS, 

September 26, 1894, I dismissed Rev. B. F. Pugh, to the Synod of Kansas. 

February 4, 1895, I granted a letter of honorable dismissal for Rev. W. H. 
Berry, to the Lutheran Synod of Virginia. 

August 27, 1895, I dismissed Rev. J. F. Kuhlman to the Synod of Northern 


September 18, 1895, Rev. C. W. Baker informed me that he had accepted 
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a call within the bounds of the West Pennsylvania Synod, and asked fora 
letter of dismissal to that Synod. I granted his request. 


Ill, RESIGNATIONS. 


September 22, 1894, Rev. W. H. Berry resigned Rising and Surprise. 
November 30, 1894, Rev. W. L. Remsberg resigned the church at Beatrice, 
February 3, 1895, Rev. W. Dieffenbach resigned the church at Wilber. 
May 1st, 1895, Rev. W. A. Dutton resigned the Burt County charge. 

May 1, 1895, Rev. L. Groh resigned St. Mark’s Lutheran church at Lin- 
coln, and terminated his labors. 

May 5, 1895, Rev. C. W. Baker resigned the Davenport charge, to take 
effect June Ist. 

IV. CALL RECEIVED. 

November 4th, 1894, Rev. J. C. McGaughey accepted a call tendered him by 
the Lutheran church at David City. He began his labors at once. 
November 30, 1894, Rev. W. L. Remsberg accepted a call from the St. 
Mark’s church, of Omaha, and began his labors there. 

December 22, 1894, Rev. L. J. Motschman received a call from the church 
at Beatrice, and immediately began his ministry there. 

January 27, 1895, Rev. W. Dieffenbach was called to the Lutheran church at 
Auburn, and began his ministry February 3. 

July tst, 1895, Rev. H. A. Wolfe accepted a call from Rising and Surprise, 
and entered upon his ministry August Ist. 

August ist, 1895, Rev. J. S. Leamer received a call from our church at Grand 
Island. He began his labors August 18, 1895. ° 

Vv. NEW CONGREGATIONS, 

May 5, 1895, Rev. C. W. Baker, through Rev. G. H. Albright, organized a 
new Lutheran congregation at Carlisle, Neb., with fifteen charter members. 
This congregation is to be a part of the Davenport charge. 

VI. INSTALLATIONS. 

On February 3d, 1895, Rev. L. J. Motschman was installed pastor of the 
Evangelical Lutheran church of Beatrice—Rev. S. B. Barnitz, D. D., Western 
Secretary Board of Home Missions, delivering the charge to the pastor, and 
Rev. J. A. Clutz, D. D., President of Midland College, the charge to the people. 

On March 3d, 1895, Rev. J.C. McGaughey was installed pastor of our church 
at David City, Rev. M. L. Kunkleman delivering the charge to the pastor, and: 
your President the charge to the people, and performed the liturgical ceremony. 

Vil, OBITUARY, 

It again becomes our duty to record the death of one of our members. On 
March 14th, 1895, at his home in Yutan, Rev. Lloyd Knight departed this life 
and entered upon his reward at the age of 77 years. I recommend that a suit- 
able memorial be made and spread upon our minutes. 
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VIII, AD INTERIM LICENSE, 
About April 1st, 1805, Mr. H. A. Wolfe, a member of the senior class in the 


Theological Department in Midland College, informed me that he was supplying 
some congregations in Kansas, that they desired him to conduct Passion Week 
services, including communion and confirmation, and asked for an ad interim 
license. As he is one of our beneficiaries and came strongly recommended by 
the President of the College and several members of the Examining Committee, 
I granted him a license until this meeting of Synod. He will come before you 
for regular admission into this body. 
1X. VACANCIES, 
Wilber, Tekamah, Sidney, and Kearney and Lexington, the latter two having 


been vacant nearly two years. 
And now permit me to return to you the trust committed to my care at our 


last Convention. On account of a protracted sickness and death in the family 
of your President, he could not do what he otherwise would have done. The 


year has been one of much care and worry. I have done the best I could. 
I again recognize the sympathy and kindness on the part of the brethren. 
Thanking you for the honor conferred upon me, and with hope that the great 


Head of the church will abundantly bless us in our future work, I am, 
Yours very truly, W. C. McCOOL, President.

The Committee on Excuses returned the letter from the dele- 
gate from the Roca charge, as it asked for an opinion of Synod. 
The letter was read, and the following offered : 

Resolved, That we are glad that the Roca charge, in the absence of a regu- 
lar pastor, has been able to enjoy the services of Mrs. O. M. Easterday in con- 
ducting regular religious services for them. 


The resolution was adopted. 


Report of the Delegates to the General Synod. 
The thirty-seventh convention of the General Synod of the Evangelical 


_ Lutheran church in the United States of America, convened in St. John’s 


Lutheran church at Hagerstown, Md., Rev. S. W. Owen, D. D., pastor, June 
5, 1895. ‘The opening sermon was preached by Rev. C. S. Albert, D. D., of 
Philadelphia, Pa., the retiring President. On Thursday, a. m., at 9 o’clock, 
Synod met for organization. Rev. H. L. Baugher, D. D., of Gettysburg, Pa., 
was elected President, Rev. W. S. Freas, D. D., of York, Pa., Secretary, 
and Mr. Louis Manss, of Cincinnati, Ohio, Treasurer. Dr. Baugher by his 
parliamentary ability and skill with which he directed the business of Synod, 
as well as by his impartiality and fairness, proved himself to be one of the 
ablest presiding officers the General Synod has ever had. This convention 
was pronounced to be one of the most harmonious and helpful ever held. 
Much business of vital importance to our beloved Zion was transacted. Great 
Progress hes been made during the past biennium all slong the line of church 
The reports of our Home and Foreign Mission Secretaries, as well as that 


. the Board of Church Extension, were full of encouraging facts and 
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1. The close of the fiscal year has been changed by resolution of General 
Synod from the 31st of March to the 30th of April. 

2. An overture from the Synod of Northern Illinois was presented to the 
General Synod, calling attention to the action of said Synod in reference to 
the dismission to other denominations of members who have received benefi- 
ciary aid, and have not been in the work of the ministry ten years, to wit: 
_ that such ministers shall be refused letters of dismissal until they have fulfilled 
their obligations to the Synod which has furnished them aid. The General 
Synod requests that all the District Synods adopt a like rule. 

3 Committee on Catechism reported that they considered all suggestions 
sent them, revised the whole, and put the result in the hands of the Hymn 
Book Publishing Committee, who published the same for use in the churches, 
and to be tested by practical experience. The sales of this book have been 
very large, and its use has given general satisfaction. The General Synod re- 
commends it for adoption and use in our churches. This action was taken 
without a dissenting vote, all feeling that we now have the best edition of 
Lather’s Smaller Catechism ever published in the English language. 

4. In reference to publishing a weekly illustrated paper for Sunday-schools, 
the General Synod, in harmony with the recommendation of the Board of 
Publication, decided that the expense of such a paper would be too great to 
justify its publication at the present time. 

§. The Committee on Book of Worship reported that about 172 hymns in 
the present edition will be omitted, and the same number of new selections 
will be inserted in the new edition. About 30 of the new hymns have been 
selected from the German. Many of these new hymns will be found better 
adapted to the seasons of the church year, to special occasions, as well as the 
prayer meetings, and the young people’s society meetings. The new edition 
will be the same in size as the one now in use. It is expected that this new 
edition will be published during the present year. 

6. In reference to the request of this body that the General Synod arrange 
with the Board of Publication for an equitable exchange of the old for the 
new Book of Worship, it was determined to continue the publication of the 
old edition for the use of such congregations as may desire it. 

7. The Committee on Common Service, representing the General Council, 
the General Synod South, and our own General Synod, have completed their 
work, with the exception of a few verbal changes, after which the Common 
Service will be published in the new edition of the Book of Worship for the 
we of our churches. An abridged form of this service will be published in 
leaflet form for any of our congregations which may not be able or willing to 
use the full Service. 

8. It is a cause for devout thanksgiving, especially by our churches in the 
West, that provision has been made to have a professor at Midland College 
at the beginhing of the present collegiate year, who shall devote his whole 
time to theological instruction. We are glad to be able to report that the 
Board of Education have elected Rev. F. D. Altman, A. M., of Kansas City, to 
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this Professorship, that he has accepted and entered upon his work. The 
General Synod, by subscription taken at the time, has provided for his entire 
support during the coming two years. 

9. The Deaconess Board reported to the General Synod that they have se- 
cured and trained a sufficient number of sisters for the establishment of a 
Deaconess Mother House and Training School, and now offer the Church an 
institution prepared to undertake the duty of training its daughters in appro- 
priate spheres of Christian ministry. 

Two years ago, at Canton, O., the Board reported two candidates who had 
entered upon a course of training. Since then six more have done so. The 
Lutheran churches of Baltimore, Md., with their pastors, generously offered to 
gratuitously furnish a suitable building and instruction, provided the institution 
be located in their city. This generous offer was heartily accepted, and suit- 
able candidates will now receive at this training school, free of charge, board- 
ing and tuition. It is hoped many of the young women of our Church will be 
led to devote their lives to the work of the diaconate, and repair to this insti- 
tution and qualify themselves for this work of ministry. It is estimated that 
the annual expenses of this institution will be about six thousand dollars, and 
it is asked that our churches take collections at least once a year for its sup- 
port. We recommend that such collections be made in our churches. 

10, A proposed change in the field work of Home Missions was brought to 
the attention of the General Synod. It was stated in the resolutions that the 
General and Western Secretaries are not able to do the work required on ac- 
count of the vastness of the ficld; that, at most, they can only visit the larger 
cities and towns; that in the West, especially, more than this must be done if 
we are to successfully cultivate this rich and vast territory which God has 
given us to occupy as a church. To supply this want it 1s proposed to employ 
district secretaries, whose territory shall not embrace more than two or three 
states. It is believed by the suggestor of this plan that three district secre- 
taries will be able to do this work even more satisfactorily than Synodical 
secretaries. The resolutions, bringing the change to the attention of the Gen- 
eral Synod, were referred to the Board of Home Missions for their considera- 
tion, and such recommendations will, no doubt, be made by the Board to the 
next General Synod as they may deem wise and proper. It might be well for 
this Synod to consider this proposed change, and, if it sees fit, give such in- 


ern Secretary. It is only a practical recognition of the fact that the point bas 
been reached in our work where it has become simply impossible for them to 
eer general work; that our working force must increase or the 
cause 


11. Committee on Apportionment for the various objects recommended by 
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Re : struction to its delegates to the next General Synod as its wisdom may suggest. 
us We recommend such consideration. Our Home Mission field has grown to 
y such proportions that methods amply adequate a half score years ago are 
+ altogether inadequate to-day. This proposed new departure in Home Mission 
‘ * ork does not contemplate the discontinuance of either the General or West-

the General Synod has apportioned the following per member among the Dis- 
trict Synods: Foreign Missions, 201, cents; Home Missions, 257% cents; 
Church Extension, 204g cents; Board of Education, 10 cents; Pastors’ Fund, 
so cents; General Synod Treasury, 1'4 cents; Deaconess Board, 345 cents; 
National Lutheran Home for Aged, 5 cents, amounting to 9614 cents per 
member. We recommend that this apportionment be made by our Synod. 
12. We recommend that our Synod adopt and use the blank recommended 
by the General Synod for the dismissal of ministers.

Complying with requirements of the Constitution, the roll was 
called of the unexcused members’of Synod of last year. Rev. J. 
N. Zimmer presented his excuse and was excused by Synod. 


Report of the Advisory Board of Home Missions. 


1. Beatrice-—As reported in the President’s report, this mission became 
vacant November 30th. In December, Rev. L. J. Motschman was called. 
The work of the new pastor has been encouraging. For the first time in the 
history of the mission has the full apportionment been raised. The pastor 
and people are greatly encouraged, although another crop failure seriously 
interferes with their financial efforts. The Sunday-school is large and inter- 
esting, and the spiritual interests are good. 

2, Benedict—Rev. R. A. White still bas charge of our work here. Special 
services were held during the year, resulting in several accessions. The 
Christian Endeavor work is flourishing. The Sunday-schools are doing a 
good work. The attendance upon public services is decidedly encouraging. 

3. Bloomington.—We are not aware that any English services have been 
held during the year, but the Germans occasionally hold services. 

4. David City—Rev. J. C. McGaughey was called to this mission last 
November. His ministry has been largely blessed. Eighteen new members 
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were added during the year. A Y. P. S.C. E. and a Ladies’ Aid Society have 
been organized, and are doing good work. The Sunday-school is large, and 
the attendance at public worship is said to compare favorably with that of the 
other churches in the city. We believe the future of this congregation is a 
good one. 

§- Franklin.—The condition at this point remains about the same asa year 
ago. Regular services are held by a member of the German Synod. 

6. Xearney.—Nothing has been done by this congregation to our know!l- 
edge. The field has been visited by a representative of the Board, and the 
property interest carefully looked after. 

7. Lexington.—The same is true of this point as of the ab®ve. These two 
places were left entirely to the supervision of the Boards. 

8. Lincoln, St. Mark’s.—This important mission became vacant May Ist. 
The pulpit has been regularly supplied by ministers of our and other denom- 
inations, The Sunday-school, prayer meeting, and all other organized 
societies of the Church, are kept up with their usual interest. Lately, the con- 
gregation has extended a call to Rev. W. H. Singley, D. D., of Harrisburg, 
Pa., to become their pastor. He has accepted the call, and is now among 
them. 

9. Lincoln, Grace.—This mission is still under the pastoral care of Rev. 
L. P. Ludden. The attendance is increasing. A Junior Christian Endeavor 
of 25 was organized during the year. For attendance and amount contributed 
per member, the Christian Endeavors took the prize offered by the City Union 
of Christian Endeavorers. The temporary chapel was re-papered throughout by 
some friends of the pastor not members or attendants of the church. 

10, AfeCook.—No English services were held during the year. Kev. Schwartz, 
of the German Synod, has held services here. The Board of Church Extension 
will put the church in proper repair, and the Board of Home Missions will 
make an appropriation for a German and English work as soon as the suitable 
man can be secured. 

11. North Platte.—Rev. D. Z. Foulk continues to be the pastor here. The 
year has been a successful one. The Sunday-school is large and increasing in 
numbers and interest. The attendance at public worship is said to be excel- 
lent. During the year the church building has been repaired and beautihed 
by papering and painting, and the financial condition of the congregation 
greatly improved. The pastor and people are greatly encouraged. 

12. St. Mark’s, Omaha.—This church is prospering quite well, considering 
that they were without a pastor for quite a time. Rev. W. L. Remsberg took 
charge last December. Since then fifteen members have been added, and the 
letters of several others are in hand to be handed in soon. The attendance 
is good to the extent of the active membership, there being quite a number 
who have not attended for years. The Wednesday evening prayer meeting 
is well attended and interesting, the number usually present ranging from 
twenty-five to thirty-five. The Christian Endeavor is very encouraging, having 
about twenty active members, all young people. A Junior Society was begun 
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during the year, and is in an encouraging condition. The Sunday-schoo! has 
about doubled its attendance, having had lately as many as 103 present. There 
is no debt on the church, and all bills and indebtedness are promptly met. Ihe 
church was re-carpeted and re-cushioned during the year at a cost of $85. 

13. Pawnee City—The former pastor, Rev. R. W. Petrea, continues his re- 
lation to this people. The mission has had a successful year. Much hard 
work has been done. Like many others in our Synod the congregation is 
seriously suffering from the failure of crops. The pastor and people feel en- 
couraged, although financially greatly discouraged. The work is hopeful. 

14. Sidney.—This mission became vacant September 15, 1895, Rev. J. J. 
Albert having resigned in order to complete his studies in the Theological 
Seminary at Gettysburg. We were not informed as to the results of his labors 
during the year. It is hoped that a suitable successor can be secured at once. 

15. West Point.—This is no longer a mission, having declared itself self- 
sustaining August Ist. Rev. W. A. Lipe remains the pastor, and is much en- 
couraged in his work. 

16. Wayne.—This mission has made very substantial progress during the 
year. Synod can best learn the condition of the congregation during the stay 
here. “The work is necessarily a slow one. Much hard work and great self- 
sacrifice have been done by the pastor and ns people, We believe there is a 
bright future for our Church in this place.

Report of the Obituary Committee. 


Again, we are called upon to record the death of one of our ministerial 
brethren, Rev. Lloyd Knight, a retired pastor residing for a number of years 
at Yutan, Neb.
